The xonlyx 
100% effective way to xguaranteex that your machine will xneverx be 
infected is to not hook it up to the net, never use files that you don't 
know the origin of, etc., etc. Not *quitex unplugging it and storing it 
in the corner of the garage (though that is pretty certain as an infection 
preventative... :-), but certainly not practical in this day and age. 


The other thing is, folks using AV software have to be quite 
dilligent in keeping their virus definitions up-to-date, not to mention keeping 
up with security patches to their operating systems. It's not something 
one can install and just forget about. We get something resembling the 
following all the time at work: 


"Someone just called me and said my computer was infected with a 
virus." 


"Yes, u 


"How can that be? I've got (insert your favourite AV software here) 
installed on my machine." 


"Have you updated the virus files lately?" 
<blank stare> "No, how do you do that?" 


"And, have you installed the latest security patches for (whatever 
flavour of Windows they're using, MS Outlook, etc., etc.)?" 


<blank stare> "No..." 


I think, for a lot of people, the AV software provides them with 
a sense of invincibility. They're convinced that if they have AV software 
installed, there's xnox way they can get infected. Of course, they're fooling 
themselves. 


The old axioms about not opening strange or unexpected 
attachements, not using an exploitable mail client, etc. *xstillx apply, 
xevenx if you have the latest and greatest AV software, keep it up to 


date, etc. Even then, there are other vulnerabilities that could put 
a virus on your machine without you knowing (nimda being one 
example of a virus that can attack through infected web sites). 


To make a long story short, pulling someone's subscription to a 
list because they got infected is (IMHO) just a bit harsh.

This has been said before and I am no expert, but if you are using Outlook or 
Outlook Express you are MORE luckily to get BIT. Why because the slime that

They write code that does it's deed for systems 
that run Outlook. Why because almost all machines have it on them when they 
come home from the store. Most people have no clue that there are other 

choices for there e-mail client. If you are using Outlook the first thing you 
should is consider a different client. Down load the older 4.7 version of 
NetScape, Eduora (sp) or some other e-mail client, run a unix box. Just get 

rid of Outlook. This will offer you a degree of security that you don't have 
now. Second get a good anti viruses software package (spend the dollars) then 
instal it and then ask questions about all the options that it has. I am 

sure there are enough experts here to help you configure it to do it's job 

in the safest way. If your package requires you to manual updates do them when 
you turn the box on. You do check your swr when you start transmitting don't 
you. Also do it before you download your e-mail for the day. If you are online 
all the time you might want an AV package that automatically up dates. Set your 
mail client up so when you look at what is in your mail box you can see file 
the size, if it's over about 4K become suspicious of it. It takes a fairly long 
e-mail to be larger than 4K. 


Do not open any attachments that you don't know that are coming to you. e-mail 
the sender and ask if they sent you something. If you want to send something to 
someone DON'T DON'T DON'T DO NOT DO IT.

Bill - Unfortunately, when it comes to baluns, you and I never seem to 
converge. Let me expand on my points. 


As to rules of thumbs, you say: 


"According to Sabin, the rule of thumb is 4 times the SUM of: 

x the source impedance 

x the load impedance 

*x the maximum offset of the load impedance to ground 
(typically 1/2 the load impedance) 


If we assume a 50 ohm source and load, with a balanced feed, that is 4 x 
125 = 500 ohms." 


Well the trouble with rules of thumbs is that everybody's thumb is 
different, and they use them for different things. As Zack said, Doug 
deMaw's rule of thumb was 200 Ohms instead of 500 Ohms. Is one right and the 
other wrong? Or do they apply to different applications? 


How do they vary? 


If the rule of thumb you quote of a choking reactance of 500 Ohms is used, 
and the parasitic antenna made up of the half of the antenna with the feed 
line has a feed point of 50 Ohms, then the current in the parasitic antenna 
is 1% of the current in the antenna, and the effects from the parasitic 
antenna are 99% down from the antenna. With deMaw's rule of thumb of 200 Ohm 
choking reactance, the current in the parasitic antenna is reduced to a 
little over 6% of the current in the antenna, that is 94 % down. What real 
effects do these have? Well the 1% value is 0.04 dB, and the 6% value is 
@.25 dB. How much does the difference matter? I would like to put forth that 
for QRP the overall difference is not much. For a QRO contester running 1500 
Watts, the difference might be significant, the 1% case would result in 15 
watts dissipated in the balun, while the 6% case would result in 90 watts 
dissipated in the balun. Think of the heat that similar sized light bulbs 
put out. A balun that might well survive 15 watts, might well fail at 90 
watts. There aren't too many QRP communications applications in which 0.2 dB 
make much difference. Maybe for communications at the noise floor, but not 


many others. 


It is OK to use baluns above their resonance point if the choking reactance 
is higher than the minimum one sets. If the point you make: 


",..we really want to stay BELOW the parallel-resonant frequency, no?" 


is true, then it leads to paradoxes and conclusions as can be seen with 
Gilbert's data. For example, the bead balun that Gilbert measured is 
resonant at 7.0 MHz, yet is usable by your 500 Ohm rule of thumb to nearly 
25 MHz, and by deMaw's, to over 33 MHz. The form wound balun that you 

prefer to the scramble wound balun is self resonant at 12 MHz, but is useful 
by your 500 Ohm rule of thumb to over 24 MHz, and by deMaw's rule of thumb 
to over 30 MHz. By either "rule of thumb, the experimental data (which you 
yourself endorse), shows that these baluns are useful far above the 
parallel-resonant point. If one follows you recommendation to its logical 
conclusion, then wide band baluns become difficult at HF. 


Why do you make the suggestion: 
""T wouldn't use the scramble-wound balun above 7 MHz" 


when it meets your 500 Ohm choking reactance at 10 MHz (30 M)? What makes 
this balun unacceptable at 30 M if it meets the 500 Ohm rule of thumb you 
quoted? 


Similarly, you suggest about the air core PVC form balun: 
"...you really can't expect much performance from this choke above 14 MHz." 


yet, the choking reactance of this balun is above your 500 Ohm rule of thumb 
past 24 MHz. It seems like a good balun even by your stringent criteria up 
to 12 M. What causes you not too expect much performance from it? 


While contesters must use the best antenna available, few if any use an all 
in one 160 M to 10 M antenna. Many use individual antennas for each band. 
Air core baluns would work fine for those applications. Even scramble wound. 


You are correct, there is nothing magic about the length of 44 ft fora 
multiband doublet. Then again, there is nothing magic about any antenna. 
They can all be explained with straight forward Physics and engineering. The 
44 ft length is attractive as it has a radiation pattern that is broad side 
on all frequencies below 10 M. It is also about the shortest one can go on 
40 M and still have reasonable efficiency. So, for my applications, it is an 
ideal length for a 40 - 10 M antenna. The pattern is pointed towards my 
Dad's location. I have a sked with him twice a week, and the main lobe 
points toward him. We can QSY and the best antenna lobe is always on him. It 
also points toward the population centers in the NE and east, so I can work 


the maximum umber of stations on 40 M to 10 M in contests without a null. 
This makes it a preferred length for me, if not a magic one. 


Much of this post and yours as well, is opinion or interpretation based on 
applications of the facts. The rules that super competitive contesters on 
160 M are not necessarily the ones that QRPers who favor 40 M to 10 M should 
use. Good engineering and scientific judgement based on facts and 
applications should guide one's choices, not arbitrary rules of thumbs.

Guys, when I was using a G5SRV wire I had the magic 29 feet of 450 ohm 
ladder line that had a short piece of RG-221 soldered direct to the end of 
the 450 ohm ladder line. It looked very bad; unbalanced to balanced line 
direct connection. 


But the thing worked. It needed a tuner but it tuned up to 50 ohms 
on all bands. Worked best on 20 meters. 


Then just for an experiment, I extended the 104 feet to 138 feet 
and fed it to the MFJ tuner with 450 ohm ribbon. This experiment proved to 
me that on 80 meters this is a more efficient antenna. I got much better 
signal reports. On the other bands it seemed to make less of differance. 


I think the G5RV is a good antenna for a city lot and the wife 


won't let you run 450 ohm ribbon into the house.

Ed, 


> AS a manager of several qsl.net reflectors, I am instituting a 
> (personal) policy immediately: I will remove ANY virus-sender from 


> 'my' lists. There's just no excuse for not using an active 
> virus-checker. QRP-L is NOT one of those lists, but I suggest the 
> same policy be implemented here. 


If you have been following the discussion closely, you will note that 
it is entirely possible (and I believe an ever more common) that 
infected mail will come from someone who had nothing to do with it. I 
suspect your proposal will not have the intended effect, either 
because the sender is innocent and not a repeat offender or because a 
person who won't bother with anti-virus software is the kind of person 
who won't worry about being removed from the list either. The problem 
is a lot more serious than this. 


I speak from experience. For one thing, since last summer I have 
received about two dozen sircam worms a day, which I automatically 
delete every half hour from my mail server before downloading my 

mail. Otherwise my mail account would quickly fill. Further, I not 
infrequently get bounced mail that I had never sent, I suppose as a 
result of my address being spoofed. I also receive automatic notices 
from servers that it had rejected a message from me that was infected, 
but that I had never actually sent and could not have sent (I use 
rmail/emacs/linux). 


I believe that the advice offered here has been sound, but 
insufficient. Because anti-virus software can only react to existing 
problems and widescale infection can occur in just two days, there is 
little assurance that you will never become infected. Nowdays you have 
to implement countermeasures within days of the spread of a new 

virus. The only way to do this is to subscribe to an antiviral program 
that automatically downloads an antiviral update every few days. These 
subscriptions (the last time I checked) are expensive and will 
necessarily remain so because of the high costs involved. The 
anti-virus programs that most people implement give a false sense of 
security, but the alternative is beyond the reach of a mass market. 


Yes, people should implement good e-mail habits, such as not accepting 
any unknown mail with attached binaries, not using Outlook Express, 
etc., but some new viruses are trickier than this. Also, Microsoft 
sales depend on an attitude of instant gratification that runs counter 
to prudence. 


As was correctly pointed out, the most important countermeasure is a 
regular and reliable backup. Despite all the very good reasons to do 
this every few days, I rarely meet anyone (including many businesses) 
who do it at all! I suppose such suicidal behavior is due to human 
nature and the cost and effort involved. 


In short, end-user measures are in themselves insufficient, and the 


virus/worm problem will only continue to get worse and worse. I 
believe that for it to be reduced significantly, commercial ISPs must 
also institute worm/virus blocking software and be held accountable 
for infected messages passing through their mail servers. There is a 
variety of software programs that do this quite well, but most ISPs 
refuse to use it, presumably because it reduces their 

profits. Government could play a constructive role here, but that is 
unlikely at a time when privatization is the trend. As an alternative, 
perhaps the software will eventually become freely available open 
software and be universally implemented as a result of mass 

pressure. This, in common with steps at the user end, should have 
significant impact on the problem, but I'm afraid things will have to 
get a lot worse for it to happen.

Ya'll, 


Many years ago I used to run a Hustler antoona on a Honda 600 Sedan 
(remember thems? two-cylinder/four-stroke, three gears forward, 
front-wheel-drive). I had about 60 ft of cable between my Argonaut & the 
antenna mounted on one of those metal sheet + hooks clamp things that you 
could buy back then. The cable was rolled up under the back seat (if you 
want to call what was there a "back seat"). The car was only maybe 12 ft 
long, nose to tail. 


Back when bumpers were made out of metal. 


The radio was happy & I had a few Qs here and there mobile. Even between 
me & VO1AU (where'd he go, anyhow? Austin Brake, Cornerbrook NFLD) when 
Cindy & I were up there twicet. 


I have a couple different Transel Tech versions of the Hamsticks. Forty, 
75m. I used the 40 with an Argosy in one of the beaters, mounted the 
antenna on the trunk lid with one of those two-allen-screws-&-a-bracket 
thingies. Had a few Qs at full tilt (50W). I remember having been able to 
lower the swr decent enough to make the radio not toast itself. 


With the K2 or the SG2020 in the same car with the same hoses & all that, 
never could get the SWR down. 


My suspicion, after having blown up the '2020 & my antique 2m radio, that 
the grounding system (where the antenna mounted to the lid of the trunk, 
this time on my wife's car [which means “without straps to ground all 
over the place"]), since the last thing I heard from the 2m radio was the 
sound of little sparks jumpin' around near the antenna connector on the 
radio. 


Which means that, in addition to never runnin' mobile again, I need to 
assure the integrity of the grounding systems if I want the radios to 
survive that environment, should I ever be nuts enough to want to have a 
Q with someone while parking in the Target parking lot waiting for Cindy 
to finish picking out hair color or something. 


As for the SGC tuner thing, I got one. It's out on a shelf in the shed 
with the 4-position antenna switch & the collection of control lines 
coming to the box from the house. Something like 40 ft away fed with the 
50 Ohm ethernet hose. The SGC will tune 160 through 10 pretty easy on two 
verticals, one long wire & the so-called "dipole" fed with 300 TV 
twinlead + a toroid balun. 


I have used the LDG Z-11 in the mobile thing to get the 40m Transel to 
tune up in Cindy's car. It worked but then the radios all died & about 


then we found out the pipes in the newly re-habbed kitchens had come 
unglued so we came home from the trip. 


If I'd had the time to "do it right the first time," I'd have velcrowed 
the Z-11 to the underside of the trunk lid, run braid to ground all over 
the place & probably not have killed the two radios. And I'd have been 
able to report my usually subjective findings on the matter. 


Which is another way of saying that banter about what works for you, that 
I can handle. Heck, it's my main rhetorical mode, technology-wise. If 
along the way someone who knows the physics of all this comes up with 
another explanation, that's cool too. Just as long as I don't think I'm 
watching a WWF interview.

John, 


Of course your are right. But there is more to working DX than just 
time, or the occasional periods of poor propagation! 


First, there are two types of DX. The DXpedition and the ham who lives 
in a DX country all the time. They are somewhat different. The 
DXpedition has a limited time in which to operate, they can't do 
anything about poor propagation! The ham who lives there is another 
story! 


For the ham who is living there, it is best to be on when he is. If he 
isn't on he can't hear you, can he! We must remember he has a life 
too. He has family pressures Ann work pressures. If we model him to 
our situation and adjust for the time difference, we have a better 
chance of working him,, and propagation is not such a big issue. If 
it's bad this week we can try again next week! 


The DXpedition is a different matter. They will only be on for a 
specified period. If we don't work them we must wait until someone else 
mounts another DXpedition!! They also have no control over propagation, 
but you can take heart that it affects everyone else the same way! 


One advantage you do have is that they often publish their operating 
schedules well in advance, and they do try to stick to them. By 
reference to some of the DX sites you can determine when is the best 
time to find them on any band. SO, you will be on when they are there! 


Now about when to try. Personally I would try to be among the first to 
try to work them. The band is likely to be less crowded! The pile up 
will build over their operating period, likely not diminish if they are 
really rare! 


Looking and listening to their contacts is also valuable. If you listen 
to the last contact and zero beat him you may be lucky enough to work 
them before they start tuning around again! 


There are really no set rules for working DX of any kind. What I say is 
only based on my experience at both ends of the contact. Others will 
have different experiences or ideas. The concept of reading is good, 
but you should read everything you can before you give up!

Hi Bob...I've read that stranded wire holds up better to the flexing that 
goes on due to the wind....I'm using both solid and stranded wire antennas 
here and so far my antennas been up since 1985 when we moved into this 
house...one thing that used to break and bring an antenna down was the 
polypropalene rope (yellow) in about 3 years time so I went over to 
monofilament fishing line and have had no problems since...the ropes I use 
to keep the apex of my delta loop and inverted V up are the type that are 
UV resistent and they have lasted for many years so far... 

...1£ there's a lesson here I guess it's to stay away from the yellow 
poly-prop type rope... 

...1 find a very great advantage of stranded wire is that one can bend 
each end back on itself for about 4/5 inches,...then you do a taper weave 


with each strand wrapped around the wire that is so strong you don't need 
to solder...this was shown to me many years ago by a fellow ham (one of my 
Elmers) who used to be in the British Navy...I done this with 

stranded wire antennas and can vouch that it sure works...

Any mobile antenna system is a compromise! Any 8 foot whip is not 
resonant on any band but 10 meters. Any shorter whip is not resonant 
anywhere in the HF bands! 


A helically wound whip, like a Hamstick, may show some resonance but it 
will definitely be affected by the quality of the ground system. I like 
the little clamp on mounts too, but two or four allen screws do not a 
good ground make! If you attach a counterpoise wire to the mount and 
run it back into the car, along the metal, it will help a whole lot!

Gang, 

I use the white plastic clothes line rope (the kind that has a slick 
texture) for supporting my wire antennas. I don't know what this stuff is 
made of, but it will stretch tight, it's very strong, durable, cheap 
(about $2.50 per 100'), and is slick and slides over tree limbs easily. 
My 40 meter extende double zepp has been hanging on the same ones for 5 
years now, and the same ropes supported an 80 meter dipole from 1995 
until that time, so that 7 years in the elements and still going ! And 
as I was telling one of the other members, I use automotive insulated 
primary wire for my antennas - it's flexible and strong. I get mine from 
a NAPA Autoparts store because they sell Belden brand wire which is very 
high quality ! And NO, I don't work for or own a NAPA store........
